aces and princes Hi garrets, princes 
who are desirable partis and princes 
who advertise m the newspapers for 
wi\es with tuoney. 


"A glance at tbe St. Petersburg di- 


rectory and a rough calculation show 
that there are some 200 meu, women 
and children in the capital alone who 
all belong to tlie same princely family 
»nd bear the same name and exalted 
title. 


"The flrst prince 1 met In St. Peters- 


burg was tbe head waiter of the Flotel 
fle France.

(Bet forth for the cities of Ohio, was 
cne of the measures that" got through 
despite the rush on the closing day. 
So stubbornly did both sides contest 
in the fight about the Warnes auto li- 
cense bill that it was not until the 
last hour of the session that the con- 
troversy was settled. The vote was 
large in favor of the conference com- 
mittee report, but considerable ani- 
mosity was expressed when the result 
was made known. As it passed two- 
thirds of the revenue will go into the 
revenue fund of the state treasury, 
and one-third into the good roads 
fund.

Paul North,, former 
member of the state fish and game 
commission, is leading the movement 
for a referendum on this law. , He has 
attempted to interest the sportsmen 
of the state, declaring that the farm- 
ers will be given autocratic powers 
over game on their lands, while the 
banks of streams that flow through 
tneir acres will be patrolled to keep 
out disciples of Isaac Walton. 
The 


state administration leaders 
reply 


that personal reasons are responsible 
for North's activity, and they point 
to the fact that Texas receiftly has 
adopted the Cunningham bill .as a 
model for consolidating state depart 
ments in the Lone Star state as an 
evidence that there is considerable 
merit in the measure.

Much of the time of the general as- 


sembly was taken up in correcting 
mistakes that were made in the rush 
of business that filled the closing days 
prior to the recess. 
Despite the ob- 


jection of Senator Theodore E. Bur- 
ton, 
Congressman Prank Willis of the 


Eighth district and other congression- 
al martyrs wno say they were sacri- 
ficed on the altar of political expedi- 
ency, the Pulton gerrymander bill 
was reconsidered and passed without 
friction. As it went through the gen- 
eral assembly a few days ago, it left 
the Twenty-sixth ward of Cincinnati 
entirely off the map, while several 
boundary lines' in the city of Cleve- 
land were incorrectly described. 
A 


defect in the court procedure prescrib 
ed for proceedings under the Clark 
"blue sky" act was discovered and 
this was remedied.

What was regarded as a very un- 


usual proceeding, especially for the 
present session, was tnat which was 
performed when the rules were sus- 
pended in botu houses and a measure 
to provide financial relief 
for 
tho 


steam railroads of the commonwealth 
was passed. It was suggested by the 
state public service commission and 
Representative Don Mills of 
Cleve- 


land was the author. Through an 
oversight two years ago steam rail- 
roatls were denied the right to issue 
and sell bonds in excess of their cap- 
italization. 
All other public utilities 


had this right. 
The necessity for it 


was not felt until the floods put a ter- 
rific strain on th^ir borrowing capaci- 
ty to obtain funds for replacements 
am! betterments.

Thf act does not rrally jo 
into effect until neit year, so that no 


Without a ajngle di«8*nting vote the 


senate passed House Bill No. 1, which 
waB initiated by the people to regulate 
newspapers. It la entitled an act to 
require newspapers to conform to cer- 
tain rules in the printing of news. 
The senate would not accept the bill, 
however, until It had injected an 
amendment, whereby publications -of 
retractory statements may be used In 
evidence in libel cases as removing 
any presumption of malice. Senator 
Seward secured an amendment which 
reduced from $5,000 to $1,000 the fine 
and from five to one year the impris- 
onment, which are fixed as penalties 
for perjury in connection with news- 
paper statements. Andrew Lea, who 
was director of the public service of 
Cleveland during the administration 
of former Mayor Herman Baehr of 
Cleveland, is really responsible for 'the 
new law. Lea and Mayor Baehr were 
the objects of especially bitter attacks 
from a newspaper during the last city 
campaign there, and in retaliation Lea 
had a bill drafted to regulate the pa- 
pers. Petitions addressed to the gen- 
eral assembly asking that body to give 
the legislation proposed were circu- 
lated for signatures, and the first day 
of the present session the measure ap- 
peared duly signed m the house of 
representatives. The original bill was 
very severe, but the publihers of Ohio 
papers got together and drafted a just 
and equitable measure, which was put 
into the statutes. 


* * * 


An eight-hour workday fo,r all men 


engaged on public contracts was as- 
sured when the Ohio senate passed 
the Tetlow bill, which was introduced 
to give the laboring men the short 
hours. 
The bill went through the 


house without much trouble, but it en- 
countered a snag in the upper branch. 
For nearly three months it lay lodged 
in the hands of a committee. Once 
it had been placed on the calendar. 
but subsequently withdrawn. 
But it 


was taken up with a rush and pu! 
over the plate.
